Superintendent Resse-
quie of the Nebraska division has made
a requisition for a quantity of steel rail to be
used an building now  sidings aad coustruct-
ing switch tracks along the division. In the
upper yoards five new sido and cross tracks
will be put in and several additional wracks
are to be luid for the service that roverts to
the lower yoards, In yard trackage socond
olass steel will be used,

THE FATED SUTHERLAND,

P. Dietz Tells of the Miraculous
Escape of Omnaha's Bojonrners,

G 1P Dietz, of 1009 North Twenty-elglith
atreot, one ol the party of eloven Omalbans
that was in the Suthieralnd hotel when it was
burtied, returned to this city yesterduy from
Flortda, He is thi only one of the guosts
who has returned home, and is the tivst to
give a correct aecount of the fire.

Sutherland, Fla, 18 o small place, founded
by Omohn people, who had  erected o Inrge
and magnifiicent hotel on the gulf coast n
which to spend thelr winters. The house
wits buiit by the Sutherland Land and Im.
provement company, of which C. T. Taylor
Is prespdent. The hotol was conductind by
Mujor Dunham, aud in the carly part of
January hie had completed arrangemoent to
receive the Omahia party which mtended to
spend the remainder of the winter at the
plice.

On Jannary 28, the party, consisting of C,
I. Taylor, wife and danghter, Dr. Conkling
and wife, G, P. Diets, Mrs, Jesse Lowe,
Mrs, Colonel Smythe and daughter, Misses
Iittie and Irene Lowe, teft for Sutheriana.
The party had been in the house scavcely a
waek when hotel barned

At midnighy of the evening of February 5,
the conflagration oceurred,  Within forty
minutes. after discovery of the Hames the
hotel was in ashes,

The Sutheriand was buwlt for the accom.
modation of about 200 people, but no one was
in the house at the time of the disaster but
the Owaha party and the attachesof the
place, The origin of the tire is supposed to
have been from a dofective hearth in thoe bire.
place of the dining-room, which was located
at the east end of the struoture, The Aames
wera discovered by Clerk Duey. He retired
at 1130 o'clock, and shortly before 12 was
awnkened from his sleep by his wife, who
told him that she smelled the burning of yel-
low pine, of which timber the house was
buiit.  He dreased himself, and alter search-
ing around the house entered the dining-
roowm, the entrance of which being near the
fireplace. So soon as he placed his foot
upon the floor o portion of it gave way. This
mude the opening, and the smouldering pitch
pine underncath the hearth and foor wos
fanuned into furious fomes, with such vehe-
mence that the ecierk knew that it would bo
impossible to save the building., His foot
was not injured by going through the floor.
He immediately gave the alarm, and ina
few moments the building was in flames,

Among the first Lo escape from their peril-
ous positions were Mrs, Jesse Lowe, Mrs.
Colonel Smythe and hor daughter Edith,
The Misses Irene and Kittie Lowe, ovcupied
apartments at the south end of the hotel and
were the first called. Frightened and almost
horror-stricken they threw  on some wraps,
grabbed other garments and rushed into the
hall. There, the dense smoke almost suffo-
cated them. It was necessury for a servant
to lend thom out of the house, else they
would not have escaped cremation, In the
north part of the house were situated Dr,
Conkling and wife, ¢, T. Taylor, wife and
daughter, and G, P, Diete. The latter was
the lust person cullod. Leaping from his bed
he ruised the cartain of hus window and the
first thing that met his gaze was the reflec-
tion of the burning building in the waters of

the bay. He was not excited, but hur-
riedly jumped  into Lis  punts, und
took the rest of his wearing

apparel in his arms and made his escape,
He encountered the suffocating smoke in tho
hallway, but well knowing the way, rushed
through it and was soon out,

Mrs, Taylor was the last one who escaped.
She remained in bor room longer than any-
body else, presumuably dressing, She was
tnken off the extreme north end of the build-
ing by means of a plunk.

Had the alarm been given five minutes
later all would have perished in the tlawaes,
is the belief of Mr. Deitz. When they had
flnished robing themselves with the woaring
apparel they had brought out under thoy
urms, the purty watehed the hotel and its
contonts burn to the ground, There ware no
means by which to extinguish the fire, and
had there been they would have been of
little service, for the pitched pine blazed like
oiled paper. It was scarcely more thau o
tlash.

The loss of the hotel and furniture is
40,000, but is partinlly covered by insurance,
th2 amount being §3,000, Maj. Dunhawm's
individual loss Is greater than any other,
It will reach .50, Tho day previous to
the flre he had supplied the bouse with
1,000 worth of groceries and acarlond of ico.

The ecatire loss of clothing and jewelry
belonging to fhe Omaba party is about £3,000.

Mrs. Colone! Smythe lost almost every-
thing., Her trunk, containing 880, her
clothing and jowels, were consumed, Among
the jJewelry was o dipmond bracelet which
she prizad very dearly, 1t hoad been given to
ber by ber now deceasod husband,

Misses Irene and Kitty Lowe had ele-
gant wardrobes with them. These were
utterly dostroyed

Mr. Diotz, had n gold-hoaded cane which
he valued very much, It had becn o birth
day preseut from his son Chuvles N, of the
St Paul lumber company.

After the fire tho ‘ladies were talken to a
store to pass the remainder of the night,
Muattresses woere spread on the foor and the
badies remapiued there while the mea re.
malned out in the balmy atmosphere il
morning watching the remuoants of the onee
cloguot notel. Then the party, with the ex-
coption of the Misses Lowe, who were fur-
nished accommodations at the home of o Mr.
Beverly, builder of the hotel, went to Tarpan
Spriogs, o small villagoe five wiles from Suth-
orlund,  Mres. Jesse Lowe, Mra, Bmytho and
duughtor, will remali ot the springs for a
fow weeis und  go thence to Philadelphin,
where they expect to spond the sumimoer.
Other members of the party wul roturn to
Omaha in 4 month or so,

It is probable that the Hotel Sutterland
will be rebuilt some time the coming sui-
mer, It s sald that My, Taylor hes had a
fuvorable proposition to  reconstruct the
tduutm-. and it 18 likely the hotel will be re-

uilt.

Mr, Dietz stated that the account of the
disaster in  the southern papers were very
incorrect. Al had different and uoreliable
reports,  Sowe had it that two persons were
oromated ; othiers that the two that woere
nearly burned to death would die; also that
the women were rescued by teariog up bed
shoets wnd dropping from the windows, and
that everybody was in dishapille when os-
cape ok place. Mr, Dietz says thers was
nothing of the kind, the anly excitement was
amouy the women, who naturally enough
wure almost frightened to death. Ewvery-
body was decently clad, and the only great
discomfort was experienced by the young
ladies who were under & tree cryiog afler
they got out of the house,
